“Has It been brought to your attantion

“And have jyou ever heard any one
axpress dstermination to establish a die-
tatorahip of the proletariat™

preached every day as far As some of
tha radion] orgnnizations= pre concerned
Thay not only p-each a dlctatorship of
the Governmen' butl aimo a dictatorship
of the labor movement ; that the Iaber
movement as now twin. vonducted by
the American Vederation of Labor and
led by Bamuel Gompers was not belng
led in & propar way by him or any of his
Heutsnants who may be following or
trving to follow In his footstepa™

The method of the radicals, Mr, Hol-

land sald, had been 1o send agitators to
industrial contres whencver a legitimate
atrike had been zalled, with the ldea of
preaching sedition and tho ovarthrow of
the Government. Bome of the regular
unions have broken away from the Amer-
lean Federation at such times, but have
s4an the folly of thelr wavs and have
come buck

MONTREAL LIKES
COMMISSION RULE

Premier Gouin's Drastic Ac-
tion Is Being Justified
by Results.

CONFIDENCE I8 RESTORED

Taxes Rajsed to Enable City to
Pay as It Goes, but Rate
Is Low.

MonranaL, July 17,—The clty of Mon-
treal Is passing through a perlod of new
experfence In municipal government,
which Is somewhat like that of Wash-
Ington, D, C. Control of affairs, execu-
tive and administrative, Is in the hands
of a commission of five men nppointed
by Premler 8lr Lomer Gouln In 1818
for a period of four years

The annua! budget of the administma-
tion in submitted to the City Councll of
tweniy-one Aldermen clécted by popu-
lar vote. The Ludget may be rojected
or reduced only by a two-thirds vote
of the Board of Aidermen or 16 out of
21 on the Counclil. Authority over con-
trasia, appointments and municipal civil
mervice rests with the commission.
Holding such cortrol over the public
purse, the oommissioners are able to
exercine g atrong hand over affaira, and
they are making steady progress In the
direction of restoring public and finan-
clal confidence In the elty.

Tn 1910 & hourd of ¢ty commissionsra
reaponaible to the City Counell was ap-
peinted In an effort to Inject better
politiea Into the government of the clty
Hut the Aldermen were not preparod
for public Anance whilch meant Nigher
tuxen In order to keep n falr balnnce
between revenus and expenditure. The
tax rate had long beaen At one cent
on the dollar plus the school tax, and
the Councll! preferred o plle up the
public debt rather than Increase the tax
rate.

The borrowing power was at 15 to 12
per cent. of the assessed wvalus of real
property. The Council and Ms com-
missioners went the limit. The public
debt of Montraal at present s §120,-
000,000. The neseased walue of real
property s 3700,000,000, The finances
of this great wealthy city, the head-

uarters of rallway, fAnanclal and in-

ustrinl corporations in Canada, de-
manded attention. Bomething bhad to
be done, and of a decisive character.
